HURLED TO DEATH 


BY ERIE TRAIN 


W. S. Curtis Steps in Front of 


Passenger Engine. 


MOULDER KILLED INSTANTLY

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BABE RUTH BREAKS THREE RECORDS DURING SEASON--HEILMAN AND COBB HITTING HONORS ARE DISPUTED

He baseball season just closed was 


productive of a number of new re- 


cords,* according to the" unofficial aver- 
utges %^hieh include (be games of Oct. 2. 
"Babe"*llutli v.as responsible for at least 
three ntyw records. 


The» home vim slugger of the pen- 


nant winning Yankees broke his own re- 
cord tor circuit drives made in a single 
season, )>y pulling up vith 5!) four jtly 
blows. 


Tii om^iing GUI his string of home 


runs Babe shattered tlie mark of Gavy 


Cravath for total circuit drives during his 
major league career. Ruth since coming 
into the major leagues has slammed out 
162 circuit drives. The former mark held 
by Cravath was 117. 


Huth also boosted the American Lea- 


gue record as a run getter by registering 


•J 78 times, which exceeds his former mark 
of a year ago by twenty runs. 


The total base record of the American 


League established by George Sisler, of 
St. Louis, last season also was exceeded 
by the heavy hitting Yankee star, who In 


making 204 hits, rolled up a total of 455 
bases. The former league record was 


399. 


There is much doubt as to who was 


the best hitter hi the American League. 
Some statisticians in their unofficial fig- 
ures have given the honor to Harry Heil- 
mann, the hard hitting Detroit outfield- 
er, while others, among them the statis- 
tician of the American League says that 
Heilmann's boss, Ty Cobb, is the cham- 
pion. 


According to the unofficial averages 


compiled here by the league statistician 
the Detroit pilot finished three points in 
front of his outfielder. Figures avail- 
able here show Cobb finished with an 
average of .390, while Heilmann's mark is 
.387. According to these records Cobb 
played in 128 games, was at bat 505 times 
and cracked out 197 hits. Heilmann's re- 
cord shows that he played in 149 games, 
and made 233 hits in COS tunes at bat. 
Other statisticians have figured that the 
Detroit sluggers were practically tied at 
the wire with -.390 but when carried to 


four figures, Helhnann was given the 
edge by a margin of .0003. Cobb's mark 
in this case was .3901 while that of Heft 
inann was .3904. According to these f%. 
ures, Heilmaun is credited with 235 hltr 
while the figures which give the Georgia 
peach the honors, credit Helhnann with 
only 233 hits.
